To them Ian(wer, which will confefſe that Chrift was the Son 
of God, andthac he was with the Father before the Worlds 
were, he came out, of the boſom of the Father, to ſhew forth 
the fulneſfle of the Fathers love, bringing an end unto Moſes arid 
the ſeverity of judgement by the Law ; and if they ſay thar 
Chriſt is greater then Moſes, then is his Commandment greater 
alſo; ſo that though the Law ſtoed in force uncit he came, who 
was the end of che Law, the ſame coming who was appoittted 
to that purpoſe before the Worlds were, bronght with him the 
more forcible Precept, and everlaſting commandment of Love, 
ſaying, do unto all men, as you would that men ſhould do unto you , 
This 1s the Law and the Prophets,and /ove your enemies,this is the 
B 2 everlaſt- 
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everlaftiag Commandment SLES the Goſpelz fo who are 
ia the recompence of evil for evil, eye for eye, toothfor coath, 
and blood for blood, they are out of the Goſpel, and inthe 
enmiry tothe love everlajting, in which the Coumandment was 
given forch, andſo-are found cranſgreffors againftche Law and 
Commandment of rhe love of God, through obedience unto 
which God only comes ce-be known and the life eternal recei- 
ved. And.if all men well confidered, there was great caufe why 
Chriſt gave this. commandment of love, to love en2mies, to recom- 
pence good for evil, to pray for enzmies, to bleſſe them that curſe, be- 
cauſe ( ſaith he ) you may be the children of your Fathzr, and be- 
cauſe, elſe he could not be a true witnefle of che Father, nei- 
cher could it tand, that he came out of the boſom? of the Fathzr, 
becauſe G2d is love, which all men of che World in ſome degree 
or another ( did they but honeſtly confiderit have conftanc 
experience thereof, inaſmuch as they ſtanding in the enmity, 
are a daily grief unto his Spiric, abufing his mercies, turning 
his Grace into wantonnefſe, murdering the Holy, Pure, and 
Juſt principle of Light of the immaculace Lamb in chem, as 
David in the Spirit ſaid, for thy ſake are we killed all the day long; 
yet though they crucifie the Son of God afreſh, and puts him 
ro open ſhame in ſtreets, and market places, by Oaths, Curfing, 
Blaſphemies, Lies, Diffimulations, Pride, Coveteoufneffe, En- 
vie, Wrath, Malice, Cruelty, and all-mannerof Deviliftmeſs, 
'Worldlinefſe, and-Beſtiality , Neverthelefſe, he requites not 
man with evil for evil, with murder for murder, but with good 
for evil, ſo doth God unto man,though man requites God with 
evil for good, and thus urgeth his Spirit, and provokes his 
ſoul, yer God ftirreth up his pits of love, and bowels of 
mercies, and giveth great mercies, and large, and exceed- 
ing copious benefits of the good rhings of the earth, and 
ſometimes corre&eth gently and in meaſurs, and remembreth 
with love and mercies again, even until the hardneſſe of mans 
heart will neither perceive his love, nor his mercies, nor his 
judgements, corre&ionsand chaſtiſements, but cafts all utterly 
from him, that the Lord is forced to ſhew himſelf co be God in 
the laſt. judgment, for that man will not accept of his Salvation; 

. So.there is no want of mercy and love in God, but mans enmi- 
.ty toGodand men isthe covenant (#gainft the commandment 
of the. Law of everlaſting love) of his own eternal death and 
Ni | | ; deftru&ion, 
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deſtru&ion, and ſo the Lord Sifinctenr of every loul, which 
requires evil for evil, orevil for good, and loves noc enemies, 
nor ſhews mercy to enemies, becauſe whilſt all were enemies God 
ſhewed mercy and good un:o all,. which mn ſhould onely have 
reſpe& unto, ir being rhe life ecernal, which was love before en- 
mity was, and not unto the envy which entered in the fall ro the 
drowning of worlds and multicudes of fouls in the great and vaſt 
ſea of everlaſting perdition: Sathen this is further more do&rine, 
That as they and on?ly thy, which are in the Spirit of love towards 
friends and enemies without eſpe of perſons, are godly, or like Gd, 
and true Children, bearing the expreſſe image of the Father God Almigh- 
ty, ſo thy which are in the envy aud malice towards friends or enemies 
rendering evil for evil, d- bear the expreſſe image of their Fa. her the De= 

vil, who was a murderer from the beginning, R 
Wherefore it behoverth all people co mind the ſeed of God to 
grow into it,that it mayſpring ap and grow (as in a good ground) 
unto a tree overſhadowing the whole earth, whoſe leaves may be 
healchful, branches fruirful, fruics delightful and acceptable 
unto God; And that all nizy know the crue ſeed whacr it is, I 
hereby ſhew that ic is that fecrerc and inward principle -i» max 
which is of che nature of God, which in him never conſented 
._ unto any evil, done, ated or thought by him, but ſtood in the 
Conſcience, denying, checking and reproving che unrighteous 
and unclean purpoſes of man, this 75 the ſeed of .the kingdom, the 
ſeed of God, whichis of the nature of God, who is an immortal, 
incomprehenſible and inviſible Spiric of Light ; ſo the ſeedis a 
meaſure of the ſame incomprehenfible lighc in all men, into 
which they ought co grow, that it may grow in them with the - 
anſwer of grace for grace, a gracious fulneſle anſwering a gra- 
cions diligence, waiting and watching in the Light, in which 
onely fulneſſe is received, fulneſle of the rrue judgement, ful- 
nefſe of the holy fear and awefulnefſe, fulneſſe of hope, fulneſſe 
of faith, patience, content, vertue, and pure wiſdom, fulnefle of 
the Spirit of prayer, thankſgiving and praiſes, together with all 
joy of the Rloly Ghoſt, and every thing which gracious, heavenly 
aad glorious is; But out of this all is darkneſſ:, gleomineſfle, 
blacknefle,and hideouſnefle, even of all thickneſle of obſcurity, 
there the way is filthy and thepath is unclean in which all wic= 
kednefſe is wronght, and there are all the conteſts in wrath and 
| envy, . 


haveche maſtery, and upper-hand,Dominion, ruleand govern- 
ment, yet are not in that which can rule and govern their own 


luſts of uncleanneſs, and lufts ofenvy,and bioud-ſhed, and other ' 


evil concupiſcences of the world, the fl-ſh and the devil, and 
yet ftilldo luſt to have a good name, and to be ſpoken well of 
amongſt men, and there the wicked world do flatter one another 


and gives the high Titles of Honour, ſpeaking ſmoorhly, yer hath 


a murdering ſword in the heart, and focannor ſpeak Truth from 
the heart, and he which is in the blindneſſe and darkneſſe (nor 
baving received the pure ſpirit of a man which is full of light 
and knoweth the mind ofa man)accepts that from the other as 
a goed deed, and due ſacrifice, and ſo he is beguiled of his own 
black Spirit which danbeth with him in his brother, thr is che 
-deviliſh Spirit which flatrereth and killeth, and wracketh one 
another, and is reſftlefſe in evil untothe end, bur in the ſeed of 
God which is pure, plain, and crue, all is peaceable, quiec, ftill, 
loving, patient, cemperate, humble, merciful and fairhiful, hold- 
ingand keeping thepeace and joy of the Lord God(from whom 
the ſeed of the Kingdom and light of the lifeand glory of God 
comes) for everand evermore, and in it thereis no agheings,nor 
envies, nor blood-ſhed, nor luſts of the world,fleſh;or che Devil, 
butall isas in Heaven, the converſation in Heaven, the works in 
the daily vocations and labours done asto God in Heaven; forin 
the light the book of wonders and the glory of God ſtands al- 
waies open, and there the excellency of the glory and power of 
God is read, through all the righteous end juft works of every 
mans hands, ſo that the Plow and the Harrow, the ſeed and the 
ground, the cattel and the driver, the Clotber, the Fuller, the Weaver, 
the Shoemaker, the Spinſter, Kniter, Laundreſſe and others, their 


inftramencs and work preacheth unto chem a brightneſs of glory - 


of the heavenly wiſdom, as all is wrought and done with the 
wind in the light fo here the knowledge of God covers the earth as 
waters cover the Sees, according to the promiſe of God; the ſoul 
and thewhole mindis covered and wrapped up inthe Spirit, in 
vhe Light which reveals the treaſurein t ecarthen veſſels, which 
giveth the light of the knowledge of the glory of God in the face of Feſus 
Chrift, and chus the mind and ſoul comes to grow naturz -" _ 
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envy, fightings and ——_ law-ſnitsand broiles, mockings 
and deritions, end there every man ſeeks to be Lord, und'to. 
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life, power, and running WA S.2 word of theliving Lord God, 
and it drops from his mouth as naturally as rain from the full 
clouds of water, and as the rivers doi rife fromthe Sea and re- 
curns again into the belly of her vaſt Ocean, and here to live in 
the body is one, or to lay down the body tothe duſt from whence 
it came is even the ſame, for the ſoul is united tothe Father, and 
can fay I and wy Father are one, whereby the plealure in the body 
is to bearas the Father bearerh, to ſuffer in the Spirit as the Fa- 
ther ſufferech, who. ſuffers in every mans unjuſt affl Fions and 
burthens : Oh what mighcI ſay of a ſoul which dwelleth in the 
light ? IFT ſhould ſpeak of viſions and revelations, the world in 
darknefſe would mock me, or if 1 thould ſpeak of raprures and 
raviſhments in the eternal boſom of infinice glory, joy and con- 
ſolation, their vailed, thick and grofle hearts could not receive 
me, who can onely judge with che judgement of their own lenſe 
in the dark places, and meaſure wich their own meaſure; there- 
fore wanting my ballance could not give me full weight, and 
wanting my buſhel could not give me juſt meaſure; And there- 
fore as David ſaid, come and ſee what the Lord hath done for my ſoul, 
I' may rather ſay toall, come and; try. the path, enter within this 
| door and hear the melody, fee and taſte the banquet of all rari- 
ties, ſmell the odours of all perfumes of delightlome ſcent, feel 
the pleaſures of the Lambs marriage bed, and behold the King 
of glory-litting. in his Majeſty, for this is the (even fold porcion of 
the Saints in this life, and ſevenfolded more will it be in this 
ſeed and light of the life andglory of God going out of the body. 
Where now is the carnal man which can tell of his pleaſures, de- 
lights, and joyes in earthly, things, and will nor chis joy of che 
children off Gad confound him in his.utteraacey whole delight 
is bur in dire and filthinefſe? Where 1s'the wiſe man of the 
world, which hath his wiſdom to flouriſh in the freſheſt and mot 
glorious ſhew and repreſentation, and cannot I ſay unto him, 
thou haſt a little grain, a little ſecrer ſeed in thee which 
meaſures all thy wiſdom, comprehends it as carnal, and judgeth 
It as a breath of vanity and flaſh of folly, and doth nor him 
which lives in the ſplendor of the light, which knows the 
bounds of the darknefſe and barrs of the clouds thereof, 
meaſure thee as the tenth part of the drop of a bucket in the 
hollow of his hand ? Surely yea, and is hid from —_— 
that 
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that 'which is wrept-up in the third heavens, Tealed from: thy 
ſight for ever, and here the gioiy is Cods, the preiſe is 4be 
Kings who ruleth on high, and nowan hath glory to himſelf, 
out God is all mall for ever, even ſo Amen,
